PHAN RANG, South Vietnam (AP) - A 
hijacker set off two hand grenades aboard an 
Air Vietnam jetliner Sunday, sending it 
crashing to the ground in flames and killing 
all 71 persons aboard, officials said. 


They said the pilot refused the kidnaper’s 
demand to fly to North Vietnam. 


Officials said it was the first hijack incident 
in aviation history to result in massive 
deaths, 
On Feb. 20, a young man set off grenades 
inside an Air Vietnam plane killing three 
passengers after the crew tricked him and 
landed at Hue instead of meeting his demand 
to fly to Hanoi. 


The search for bodies from the latest 
explosion continued Sunday night under 
floodlights at the crash site, next to a 
minefield. 
Rescue workers had recovered the remains 
of 57 passengers and seven crewmen.

three

guerrillas to give up the 
French ambassador along 
with 10 other hostages before 
it lets the terrorists go. 
The 11 hostages have been 
held for two days at the 
French embassy, which is 
officially French territory. 
France said the guerrillas 
must 
give 
up 
all their 
hostages 
and 
weapons 
before leaving the embassy, 
Dutch government sources 
said. The Dutch agreed the 


weapons must be surren­ 
dered but had suggested the 
guerrillas keep the French 
ambassador 
until 
they 
arrive at their destination, 
the sources said. 
Though a jet with a volun­ 
teer crew was standing by, 
the guerrillas had yet to 
specify where they wanted 
to go. 
Police said the Japanese 
kept awake with their own 
supply of pep pills. 
“One person who knows 
has told us they are mun­ 
ching the pills like candy,” a 
policeman said. 


Sunday crowds gathered 
outside the police cordon 
around 
the 
embassy. 
Relatives of the hostages 
wept openly but ducked 
news 
photographers’ 
cameras, 
Dutch 
officials 
told 
newsmen 
the 
guerrillas 
were in fact holding 11 
hostages, 
and not 9 as 
previously announced. 
“We know with certainty 
there are 11 hostages.” a 
government 
spokesman 
said. “And we know? with 
equal certainty they are in

health.”

The French government 
had bowed to their demands 
for release of a comrade 
from a Paris prison.

provided a jet liner and 
volunteer crew to fly them to 


freedom, But the gunmen 
apparently

before takeoff. 
About 200 troops of a Dut­ 
ch anti-terrorist commando 
force 
and 
police 
sharp­ 
shooters ringed the modem 
concrete and glass embassy 
building where the three 
guerrillas 
seized

hostages Friday afternoon. 
In compliance with the 
initial demand 
of

terrorists, 
French 
police 
removed Yutaka Furuya, 25, 


a terrorist suspect arrested 
two months ago, from Sante 
prison in Paris on Friday 
and flew him to Holland. But 
the French refused to turn 
Furuya over to the terrorists 
until negotiations were com­ 
pleted. 


The Japanese report said 
the guerrillas also deman­ 
ded Furuya be allowed to fly 
back to Paris and recover 
documents taken from him 
when he was arrested. The 
report said Dutch and Fren­ 
ch authorities had turned 
down the demands. 
Shapp Allows Review 
Of His Tax Records 


H A R R I S B U R G

committee 
review his income tax recor­ 
ds for the years 1970 through 
1973. 
The committee issued a 
subpoena for the material 
last week, after Shapp rejec­ 
ted 
a 
c o m p r o m i s e 
proposal that would leave 
the records in the governor's 
possession 
but 
provide 
access for committee mem­ 
bers and staff. 
Shapp announced Satur­ 
day he would go along with a 
slightly 
revised proposal, 
limiting access to two com­ 
mittee members and “a 
restricted number" of staff. 
“The 
governor 
still 
believes strongly that the 
committee 
is outside its 
legal powers in requesting 
this information.” said Ed 
Mitchell. Shapp's press sec­ 
retary. 
“However, he has said all 
along that he does believe in 
open 
government. 
He 
doesn't have anything to 


conceal. By going to court to 
protect his civil liberties, as 
he has a right to do, it might 
be misinterpreted by the 
public as an attempt to con­ 
ceal 
information 
on his 
financial m atters.” 


The compromise was sug­ 
gested by the committee 
chairman. 
Rep. 
Patrick 
Gleason, 
RCambria. 
Gleason said the tax records 
are needed to study bank 
loans to Shapp’s 1970 cam­ 
paign and the 1971 sale of a 
cable television company. 


“I am pleased and hopeful 
that this breakthrough will 
enable us to receive the 
information necessary for 
our inquiry,” Gleason said. 
The subpoena will not be 
withdrawn until the commit­ 
tee is satisfied Shapp has 
provided all the material 
needed. Gleason added. 
Shapp 
is scheduled to 
appear at one of the commit­ 
tee's public hearings Oct. 4.

Water from a sudden thun­ 
derstorm 
Saturday after­ 
noon rushed down from the 
mountains and through the 
normally . dry, 
funnel-like 
canyon which empties into 
Lake Mohave. The water 
swamped a small boat lan­ 
ding and camping area on a 
dammed-up section of the 
Colorado River about 35 
miles south of Las Vegas, 
buried house trailers and 
cabins, then roared over a 
restaurant 
where 
an 
undetermined 
number of 
persons had taken shelter 
from rain and hail. 


Richard Harris of Whit­ 
tier. Calif., said he and two 
others saw the wall of water 
decending on their cabin but 
couldn't get the front door 
open, so they knocked out 
the 
rear 
windows 
and 
scrambled up the canyon 
wall to safety. 
The National Park Service 
said Saturday night that as 
many as 20 persons were 
missing. But Carroll said 
Sunday that several of those 
persons had been accounted 
for and that only seven were 
still missing. 
The body of a waitress 
from the cafe was recovered 
Saturday night. She was 
identified only as Marian 


Carter. 
Among 
those 
missing were the wife and 
two children of resident 
ranger James Modi in. who 
were in their house trailer 
when it was smashed by the 
wall of water and swept into 
the lake. 
The Park Service warned 
of the danger of flooding a 
year ago when it tried to 
close 
down 
the 
marina. 
Objections from residents 
and boaters interfered with 
the shutdown. 
At least three trailers and 
about 
10 
small summer 
cabins were swept into the 
water. The flood waters left a 
mass of rocks, boulders and 
silt 
that 
extended 
the 


shoreline about 200 feet out 
into the river, w hich is about 
a quarter of a mile wide at 
the canyon. 
Witnesses said the flood 
struck without warning. A 
wall of water about 40 feet 
high 
swept 
through. the 
canyon about 2:30 p.m. and 
had finally subsided about 
two hours later. 
“All we had was a little 
light rain, then we had a 
hailstorm, and all of a sud­ 
den it was here,” said Ken 
Albriton, 49, of Burbank, 
Calif. 
“I jammed myself bet­ 
ween two doorways and just 
held on. And I prayed," he 
said.

Doctor Says Miracle Needed

Newsweek magazine repor­ 
ted Sunday. 
Referring to a flare-up of 
Nixon’s phlebitis, a blood- 
clotting condition in his left 
leg, Ford told Newsweek it 
was “critical” for Nixon to 
enter the hospital for treat­ 
ment.

With the nation's Bicentennial less 
than two years awav, you'd think 
Valley Forge would be in its glory*. 
Next to Independence Hall, it 
could well be called our most sig­ 
nificant Revolutionary War site. It is 
a prominent symbol of the triumph 
off the American spirit over hardship 
and suffering 
But you’d never know that from 
the way it’s treated by the Common­ 
wealth of Pennsylvania 
For years, the State Department 
of Forests and Waters acted like it 
was no m ore historically and 
emotionally significant than Racoon 
Creek State Park 
Three thousand of the 11.000 
soldiers in General Washington's 
army starved or froze to death at 
Valley Forge. 
The state has closed it eyes to 
encroaching development and tur­ 
ned a deaf ear to pleas for sufficient 
funds to fully develop and run the 
park. 
The Bicentennial is expected to 
bring four times the normal visitor 
flow to the park. Together with com­ 
muter and truck traffic that now 
satu rates the park roads, 1976 
maybe a disaster. 
Rather than planning together for 
the future, the two commissions 
responsible for running the park 
bicker with each other and beg the 
legislature for more money. 
P a rk 
Com m issioner Horace 
Will cox and Annamaria Mai ley, 
chairman of the park commission, 
have worked diligently to make 
Valley Forge a true historic site. 
But the internal bickering, the 
lack of cooperation from area 


officials and a lack of money have 
m ade 
th e ir 
task impossible. 
A lready. Willcox admits, park 
restoration cannot be complete for 
the Bicentennial. 
The time is ripe to turn Valley 
Forge State Park over to the 
National Park Service, so a funded 
and creative restoration program 
can begin. 
Pennsylvania has clearly shown 
that it is not ready to preserve and 
protect the park and its historic 
heritage. 
Valley 
Forge belongs to all 
Americans. 
The soldiers who suffered and died 
there were Americans, not just Pen­ 
nsylvanians. 
The National Park Service would 
not fall prey to the bickering and pet­ 
ty laca I politics that have brought 
historic Valley Forge to the brink of 
becoming just "Another recreation 
area.” There's little doubt that the 
federal government to restore the 
p a rk 
especially of a project was 
geared to the nation’s 200th, birth­ 
day. 
T he

congressmen and senators. 
Unless the state suddenly shows a 
change of heart and an open pocket- 
book toward its neglected treasure, 
Sen. Scott or Sen. Schweiker could 
do a significant service to our 
national heritage by immediately 
introducing legislation for a federal 
purchase of the park. 
Congressman Lawrence Coughlin 
says he’s in favor of the concept and 
would introduce legislation if the 
state acted first.

To the Editor: Pottsgrove 
and many other teachers in 
the country are on strike for 
the same thing so many 
other workers and even 
welfare recipients want — a 
higher income to meet the 
rising cost of living. 
In order to teach in Penn­ 
sylvania public schools a 
person must complete four 
years of college and earn 24 
graduate credits while 
teaching. That is what many 
teach ers do with their 
evenings, Saturdays and 
summers. 
Teachers are highly 
educated and certified by 
the state — yet. neither the 
most learned and skilled 
te ach er nor the most 
up-to-date school can make a 
child learn if he would rather 
loaf or “goof off". 
Some adults could use an 
education themselves, by 
attending their schools to see 
and learn what really goes 
on. Some consider teachers, 
nothing more than overpaid 
babysitters who do not 
deserve a dime more in 
wages. 
I think college 
graduates should be able to 
earn at least babysitting 
wages, but do teachers get 
even that ? 
It wás stated in the Mer­ 
cury last week that teachers 
wanted $65 a day and that 
horrified some people as too 
much. Well considering any 
babysitter gets at least $.50 
an hour for a child, a teacher 
tending a child seven hours a 
day should get $3.50 per child 
a day. For thirty students, 
that’s $105.00 a day! Since a 
teacher is more qualified 
and 
educated than the 
average babysitter, surely 
$.50 an hour per child is too 
little. 
If 
t e a c he r s were 
interested only in money, 
they would be working 
somewhere else, where pay 
is higher. Some of the 
benefits recently received 
by teachers are ones other 
occupations have received 


for years. Unlike many other 
jobs, teachers do not get 
pai d 
for 
o v e r t i me , 
home-work, holidays or 
vacation pay. 
Contrary to what some 
people may think, teaching 
is not a babysitting service. 
It is a profession made up of 
highly trained individuals 
who are 
interested in 
children and teaching them 
so this country will not be a 
mass of ignorant people. 
But teachers are also 
people who must, earn a 
living, make money like the 
rest of us. 
Surely our teachers who 
spread so much of their 
time, money and energy in 
order to teach and do a good 
job deserve more than to be 
relegated to the status of 
babysitter by the public. If* 
you consider teaching a 
profession, give it the sup­ 
port. respect and salar}- it 
deserves.

Gen. Lee's Advance 
Brings Fear to Area

m a t appears to be a tasty recipe for apple mar­ 
malade appeared in our Montgomery Ledger 


Sept. 16,1862. 


"Break up 4 pounds of loaf sugar. Put it into.a 
kettle and pour on a quart off cold water. When the 
sugar has melted stir it. Set the kettle on the fire 
and let it boil for a quarter of an hour, skimming it 
thoroughly. Have ready 4 pounds of apples, pared, 
cored and sliced. Put them into the syrup, adding 
the grated rinds of 4 large lemons, let it simmer, 
stirring it constantly until the apples are entirely 
dissolved and form a smooth mass. Then add the 
juice of the lemon. Boil very fast, continuing to stir 
it until it becomes thick marmalade. It will 
generally require simmering an hour and boiling 
for a half hour. When it is done put it while hot into 
jars, corking them and sealing them tightly. This 
is the best substitute for orange marmalade.” 


There was great fear in the area brought on by 
the invasion of Gen. Robert E. Lee’s southern 
brigades, a fright that did not go away even after 
the invading forces retreated over the southerly 
road to Winchester. Ironically the movement to 
God was almost universal among soldiers. 
Perhaps there had been too much killing, and to 
wash the pain from their hearts they turned to 
religion. 


In Stonewall Jackson's veteran brigades the 
men would stand for hours awaiting a good ser­ 
mon or the opportunity to kneel in prayer to their 
maker. Churches were thrown open during hours 
when people normally would not have attended. 
The Montgomery Ledger said Sept. 1,1863: 


"We would call attention to the citizens of Pott­ 
stown to the fact that on every Tuesday and 
Friday morning at 8 o’clock the Episcopal Church 
of this borough is open for prayer in behalf of our 
country and her soldiers. These services have 
been kept up ever since the late raid of the Rebels 
into Pennsylvania, and we believe they have been 
very well attended.” 


Today I wouldn't be a 
teacher. It has become a 
selfish calling. 


Those of us 'who served 
when 
s a c r i f i c e was 
n e c e s s a r y 
have our 
memories. To us, children 
were important. Today, 
teachers like everyone else, 
puts the dollar sign ahead of 
everything. 


I am gratified that I was 
able to teach when I did.

And now for a look at Godey’s Lady’s Book for 
January, 1864. Its editor asks the query off women, 
"Have you ever seen the Grecian Wriggle? It is 
practiced by all ladies that wear hoops.

The hands do not touch the 
dress, but the wriggle part sends the dress to an 
angle 45 on the right, and the Grecian part of it is 
to sling it to an angle 45 on the left, and so escape 
the gutter. It is a beautiful movement, becomingly 
graceful; but it requires particularly that a lady 
shall have no holes in her stockings.” 


Here is one fair and nameless maid of Pottstown 
who was not so much involved with hoop skirts as 
she seems to have been with her husband’s rifles 
(Pottstown Ledger, Aug. 31,1876): 


"An uptown lady, wife of one of the most 
prominent members of the Pottstown rifle team, 
distinguished herself a day or two ago, by the use 
of fire arms as follow's: - A large Norway rat made 
its appearance in the yard of the lady’s domicil, 
which she thought had lived as long as the welfare 
of the community required, and determined to put 
an end to its existence. She sent for her husband, 
who loaded his gun, but was called away before he 
got an opportunity to shoot the rat, when the lady 
concluded to see what she could do herself in the 
way of handling firearms.

Government 
documents 
show 
that 
the 
new 
administration 
authorized 
spending up to $450,000 for 
Nixon a week before it asked 
Congress to appropriate fun­ 
ds for the transition. 
'The GSA already has com­ 
mitted about $6,000 of that 
money, 
but 
Comptroller 
General Elm er B. Staats 
said it wasn't authorized to 
do so. 
President Ford's request 
for $850,000 to help Nixon’s 
transition 
to 
for- 
mer-president 
status 
ran 
into 
stiff 
congressional 
opposition when GSA tried to 
defend the amount in Senate 
and House 
hearings this 
week. 
Advance 
expenditures 
were approved by Roy L. 
Ash, director of the White 
House

a letter to General Services 
Administrator

F. 
Sampson dated Aug. 21. 
Ash told Sampson he was 
granting the authority “in

headquarters in Washington 
sent a “priority” message to 
its regional director in San 
Francisco.

battalions fought off two 
regiments of up to 5.000 Nor­ 
th Vietnamese troops in the 
Saturday battle along a 
six-mile front. 
The government defen­ 
ders were backed by air 
strikes in driving off the 
attackers in the day long 
battle. Hien said 130 Com­ 
munists were killed and 
government losses were 29 
killed and 65 wounded 
In Hue itself there was a 
twohour peaceful demon­ 
stration by a coalition of

Poll Shows Public 


Against Pardon 


For Ex-President 
NEW YORK (UPI) - A 
Gallup poll taken three days 
before President Ford par­ 
doned Richard M. Nixon 
showed the majority of 
Americans opposed granting 
him immunity. Newsweek 
magazine reported Sunday. 
The telephone poll of 519 
persons, taken for the 
magazine on Sept. 5, found 
that 58 per cent opposed 
immunity. 33 per cent 
favored such a move and 
nine 
per 
cent 
were 
undecided. 
The 
survey 
dealt 
primarily with amnesty for 
draft evaders and deserters. 
Only 12 per cent of those 
polled felt the questions of 
immunity for Nixon and 
amnesty for resisters were 
related, the magazine said. 
Seventy-seven 
per cent 
believed the two questions 
could not be linked. 
Newsweek said 69 percent 
believed resisters should be 
granted amnesty in return 
for alternate service while 65 
'per cent wanted a reaffir­ 
mation of allegiance. 
The survey also found that 
nearly 60 per cent felt men 
who already served prison 
terms should be treated 
more leniently than those 
who fled the country 


Fair Trial Predicted for Watergate Six 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
Two nationally prominent 
lawyers agreed Sunday 
Richard Nixon’s pardon 


does not eliminate chances 
for a fair trial for the 
remaining six Watergate 
coverup defendants

A 9-year-old Cary. N.C..

The National Safety Coun­ 
cil won't say there’s any con­ 
nection between Knievel’s 
exploits and a recent rash of 
bicycle 
and motorcycle 
accidents, many of them 
involving youngsters. It says 
only that pedal cycle injuries 
are up more than 20 per cent 
this year and fatalities have 
risen by 13 per cent. Pedal 
cycles are vehicles operated 
by foot power and do not, 
include motarcyies. 
One hospital in Chicago 
treated several youngsters 
for minor injuries just after

unsuccessful 
attempt 
“They said they were 
trying to imitate Knievel. 
taking off ramps on their 
bikes.” said a hospital 
spokesman. “There has 
been so much publicity on 
Knievel that I guess the kids 
just have him on their min­ 
ds ”Dr 
Saul Haskell, an 
orthopedic 
surgeon 
at 
Michael Reese Hospital in 
Chicago, said an outbreak of 
kids trying to copy Knievel 
“doesn't surprise me 
any rash of such publicity 
could cause it.” 
Knievel’s Snake River 
Canyon attempt was shown 
live in theaters across the 
country, and was repeated 
this weekend on television. 
“I’m not putting Knievel 
down/' said Sue Howe of 
Cary. W.C.. whose son 
Glenn. 9. was injured in the 
unsuccessful attempt to 
cross a. creek, Evel-style.. 
“But I just wish he didn't 
have so much influence on 
children that would cause 
something like this.” 


Crew Aboard French Liner 
Prepares for a Long Siege 
- LE 
HAVRE, 
France 
(UPI) — Police and coast 
guard cutters Sunday cut off 
the strike-bound luxury liner 
France from, contact with 
the shore and its rebellious 
crew said it was preparing 
for a long siege with extra 
work and movies. 
'The crew immobilized the 
66,348-ton 
France. 
the 
world’s largest passenger 
ship, three miles out at sea 
last Wednesday when they 
refused to man the engines. 
They 
are 
demanding 
guaranteed 
employment 
when the ship is withdrawn 
from service Oct. 25 
Maritime unions ordered a 
strike 
throughout 
the 
427-ship French merchant 
fleet Monday and Tuesday to 
support the 989 crew mem­ 
bers aboard the vessel, out­ 
side this Atlantic seaport. 
The ship’s passengers, 
many of them Americans 
who had flown over specially 
to take the France on one of 
its last voyages, were taken 
off the vessel soon after the 
strike began last week. 
“We are organized for a 
long 
siege.” 
said 
a 
spokesmen for the crew. 
“We have treipled the 
chores so the men will have 
their minds occupied. We 
have four movie showings a 
day and the television works 
everywhere so we can get 
the news.” 


Government authorities 
banned any vessels from 
approaching to within 100 
yards of the liner “to insure 
international security ’’Half 
a dozen patrol boats manned 
by gendarmes, police and 
'port authorities patroled the 
channel. 
A reporter for Journal du 
Dim anche 
newspaper 
managed to get to the ship’s 
side, however, and quoted a 
crew member as saying the 
men planned to hold out at 
least two weeks. 
The crewman, fishing over 
the side, was quoted as 
saying that 
food was 
rationed so the strikers 
could “hold out for at least 15 
days.” 
Dinners were of soup, 
meat and sweet, potatoes, a, 
dessert and wine, he said. 
He said a. special commit­ 
tee was set up to take charge 
of the ship and organizing 
duties to keep it clean. 
Precautions had also been 
taken to repel any attempt 
by authorities to seize the 
ship by force, he said. 
The government, which 
was paying a $21 million 
annual subsidy to keep the 
France operational, has said 
there is no chance of its 
being kept in service.

has 
promised to 
safeguard the jobs of all 
crew members.

Lawrence E. V?alsh, presi­ 
dent-elect of the American 
Bar Association, called on 
President Ford to issue a 
public

paper" 
detailing how he came to his 
oardoning decision. 
Walsh and Philip B. 
Kurland, professor of con­ 
stitutional law at the Univer­ 
sity of Chicago, agreed there 
is no legal reason why the six 
Watergate 
defendants 
should avoid trial even if 
their co-conspirator is free 
of legal consequences. 
Walsh said “the problem 
of dealing with publicity is a 
problem which trial judges 
frequently have. The trial 
judge and the lawyers will 
nave to deal with this as best 
they can. It is very seldom 
—almost never —that an 
event means a case cannot 
be tried.” 
Kurland added that there 
was no requirement that 
everyone be treated alike 
un.Her law in the Constitution 
and that presidents and for 
mer presidents are unique 
and should be treated dif­ 
ferently. 
“There is no legal conse­ 
quence flowing from the fact 
that one alleged cocon­ 
spirator is relieved from 
responsibility” 
Kurland 
added, and courts have done 
this in routine trials. 
Both men were inter­ 
viewed on ABC-TV's “Issues 
and Answers. ”

thousands of them buzzing 
angrily. It was as if they 
knew. 
“On the night of the final 
assault, we could hear the 
bees buzzing,” said Richard 
Jordan. “It was just like a 
Hitchcock movie.” 
For years the bees had 
lived in the wall of the 
English tudor house in this 
Chicago suburb No one 
knew how many were in 
there 
Jordan, 
a community 
college administrator, wife 
Julie. 
two 
daughters 
Elizabeth, 12, and Catherine, 
12, and their beagle moved 
in four years ago, and lived 
peacefully cheek by stinger 
with the bees. The bees kept 
inside the wall near the win­ 
dow seat and the Jordans 
left them alone. 
But, because the house 
needed painting this year, 
the Jordans reluctantly 
decided the bees had to go 
before the house painter 
arrived.

CHICAGO i— Alexandre of 
Paris, the world-renowned 
French hairstylist, charges 
women who can well afford 
it from $500 to $2,000 for a 
special coiffure. The price 
varies with the time he 
invests in the client. 
He recently added Sophia 
Loren to his clients’ list. He 
says he gave her the first 
haircut she’s had in 15 years. 
Her hair is now at the 
shoulders and very frizzy, 
thanks to a permanent. 
Alexandre says she looks 
like a gypsy. 
He passed on this bit of 
gossip during a stopover in 
Chicago on his cross-country 
tour for L ’O real, the 
hair-products firm. 
A lexandre has been 
styling the hair of the models 
at French couture houses — 
Saint 
L aurent, Lanvin, 
Givenchy and Laroche — for 
seasonal fashion previews 


for years. And his roster 
includes many famous clien­ 
ts. He refers to the Duchess 
of Windsor as his fairy god­ 
mother. since she was the 
one who discovered him in a 
salon in Cannes during the 
mid-1940s and encouraged 
him to go to Paris to furl the 
curls of notables. 
Today, his famous clients 
include Elizabeth Taylor, 
Liza Minnelli, Princess 
Grace of Monaco and her 
daughter Caroline, Princess 
Anne of England and Audrey 
Hepburn. 
PERFECTIO N IST 
A lexandre refuses to 
speak English, even though, 
he can speak a little and 
understands most of what he 
hears.

He looked very dapper in a 
dusty rose, orange and gold 
striped suit; a dark blue silk
